REVIEWS MICE’ WORK 


MPT. LANE TALKS OF HIS ORITIOISM 
OF OHIOAGO SCHOOLS. 


He Declares That if the Doctor Had Made 
a More Thorough Investigation Much 
That He Has Written Might Not Have 
Appeared—Cases in Point Cited—Presi- 
dent McLaren Says the Statements About 
Incompetent Teachers Are Not True— 
Views of Members of the Board. 

Dr. Rice's criticism of Chicago’s public 
schools in the Forum, printed in Tas Sunpay 
Trisunsg yesterday, was read with much inter- 
est by the members of the Board of Education 
and Supt. Lane aad his associates. Dr. Rice 
has written a criticism on the schools of al- 
most every large city in the country. 

Several members of the board were spoken 
to regarding the article, but there was not 
much disposition to find fault except that Dr. 
Rice had criticised the Chicago teachers for re- 
sorting to exaggeration to interest the chil- 
dren and he had used the same form of exag- 
geration to show up the weak spots in the 
schools. Exception was also taken to the in- 
sinuation that the teachers were not capable. 

“TI have read Dr. Rice’s articles in the 
Forum,“ said Supt. Lane, and gather from 
what he has said regarding other schools and 
from his criticisms on Chicago institutions 
that he is a strong believer in object work. 
His reference to unscientific teaching un- 
doubtedly covers this question of makmg 
the various elementary sciences the basis uf 
oral lessons and also the basis of teach- 
ing readimg, spelling, and writing. He 
criticises. us because we are not making 
the development of a thought of wma- 
terial things the foundation for expression in 
teaching. Now, it is true that this system has 
not been generally introduced into the Chica- 
go schools, but if Dr. Rice, when he was 
here, had taken the time to visit more 
schools he would have found that some 
of the teachers were working on this line, I 
visited a school in Lake View recently where 
the teacher was working on this line. The 
children were given a rosebud and after pick- 
ing it to pieces were required to write on the 
blackboard what they had done and also the 
discoveries they had made, It is the inten- 
tion of the Board of Education to make their 
system general, but tiie only way to do it is to 
instruct the teachers; and arrangements are 
being made by which all new teachers shall 
have at least a year’s instruction in object 


work, 
Word Methods of Teaching. 


It is true that the word method, including 
phonics and word building, is taught quite gen- 
erally. The purpose is to make the child as 
quickly as possible familiar with the symbols 
of his own vocabulary. This prepares him to 
read, and we find that the results are good. 

Mr. Lane laughed at the remark of Dr. 
Rice referring to the pupils copying words 
from their reading books on their slates. The 
critic said: The writing in some instances 
might have been mistaken for footmarks of 
flies with chalk legs. 

“An investigation will show,“ said Mr. 
Lane, “that the work in the primary grades 
in this respect has been productive of good 
results, and the teacher who took the child’s 
hand and guided it over three or four *hens’ 
did just what she should have done. Itis 
hardly fair to condemn all the teachers sim- 
ply because one was found who used language 
incorrectly. The teachers in our schools are 
capable and competent, and the fact chat one 
was found who was weak in this respect does 


not justify the insinuation that all are.

ONE POLICEMAN HAS AN EASY JoB. 
— — 
He Simply Leoks Out That the Alley L 
Does Not Build Ansther Depot. 

One officer of the Harrison Street Station 
has a snap of such exceeding softness that 
the dthers are jealous, All the man in blue 
and brass has to do is to watch that the em- 
ployés of the South side Kapid Transit com- 
pany don’t erect a depot on the north side of 
Congress street or extend the tracks across the 
street in the night. As sq foundations for 
either structure have been built and as such 
work would take at least twenty-four hours 
to do, the officer’s task is uot an arduous one. 

According to the franchise of the Alley IL“ 
rcad, as interpreted by President Barnard, 
the company has the right to build a depot on 
the north side of Congress strect, and a few 
weeks ago a building permit for such a 
structure was taken out. The intention was 
to build a foot bridge across Congress street 
and let the crowds coming north make their 
exit through the new depot, while thuse going 
south would board the trains through the 
present building on the south side of the 
street. This, President Barnard claims, 
would have greatly expedited the handling of 
passengers by the road, but two weeks ago 
the permit was revoked by request of Com- 
missioner Kuhns. For the last three nights 
an officer of the Harrison Street Station has 
been guarding the street lest the company 
should steal a march on the city. 

President Barnard said lastnight: “I did 
not know that the police were guarding the 
site on which we intended to build a depot. 
By our franchise we have the right to erect a 
depot on the north side of ess street ana 
we took out a building mit for that pur- 
bose. We had the consent e all the property- 
owners in the neighborbhocd except that of a 
saloonkeeper on the no corner of the 
street. and of the man whe runs the Magic 
Maze. These men has been threatening us 
with injunction proceedings, and two weeks 
ago our permit was revoked—or, rather, sus- 
pended—by Commissioner Kuhns. He said 
in his letter that the city wished to inquire 
further into the matter, Ip view of this we 
have made no attempt to commence work. 
I do not see the need of the police being on 
guard.”

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“RABBI L M, WISE OF CINCINNATI 
: HOLDS A RECEPTION. 


Distinguished Israelite Divines from Many 
Cities Greet the Venerable President of 
the Hebrew Union College—Pians to 
Represent the Jewish Church in the 
World’s Religious Parliament in Chi- 
cago Next September—Sermon Delivered 
at the Indiana Avenue Temple. 


Fifty of the leading lights of American 
Judaism paid their respects to the venerabie 
Rabbi Isaac M. Wise at the Auditorium Ho- 
tel yesterday afternoon. Dr. Wise, who has 
been a striking figure in the Jewish Church 
for forty years, is short and somewhat bent 
with the weight of years. But he stood in the 
hotel parlors with Mrs. Wise at bis side for 
two hours yesterday and greeted Lis friends 
with the hearty enthusiasm that betrayed a 
powerful, healthy mind that has only gained 
strength from the assiduous labors of well- 
nigh a half century. His gray flowmg hair 
and his kindly, benevolent countenance, with 
a rather stooping figure, added to make him 
the center of attraction, and he was looked 
upon with deference, almost veuera- 
tion, by secular and rabbinical 
friends alike. Several of the leading rabbis 
present long ago graduated from the Cincin- 
nati Hebrew College, of which Dr. Wise has 
been President for many years. Dr. Isidore 
Busch of St. Louis, low in stature, with iron 
gray hair grown Jong, stood near Dr. Wise 
and recalled the days when the latter was 
called Parson Brownlow, from a combative 
characteristic not wonderfully different from 
those which distinguished the old fighting par- 
son of Tennessee. 

The reception, which was entirely informal, 
was attended also by a large number of ladies 
from Chicago and elsewhere, some of them 
prominent in Hebrew charitable work, and a 
number of them from the Ladies’ Auxiliary 
Aid Society of the Hebrew Union College, 
Cincinnati, Toward 5 o'clock. the gathering 
assumed another form and the gentlemen 
were called to order for a business 
meeting by Dr. B. Bettman of New York, 
who said that the primary object of those 
presegt from other cities was to develop plans 
for the representation of the Jewish church 
and faith at tne World’s Religious Parliament 
to be heldin September in this city. That 
was the first oo of Dr. Wise who came 
Saturday from his home jn Cincinnati. An 
organization of the Jewish council was then 
partly effected by the selection of Dr. Bett- 
man for Chairman and Joseph Stolz for Seo- 
retary. 

Outlined the Plan. 

The Rev. Emil G. Hirsch then outlmed the 
general plan for religious congresses as laid 
ou tby C. C. Bonney, He said that one even- 
ing in September would be set aside for ad. 
dresses on the basis of the Hebraic religion, 
the work of the Jewish church, and such other. 
similar subjects as should occur to the 
present council. He suggested that a careful 
selection be made, and only their greatest the- 
ologians and Jews of international reputation 
be chosen. He also said that two other ses- 
sions would be allowed the Jews in the Con- 
gress for debate and informal discussion, His 
remarks were supplemented by further expla- 
nation by Rabbi Stoltz, and the meeting then 
} adjourned until this morning at 9 o'clock, 
when the committee will reassemble at the 
Hebrew temple, Thirty-first street and Indi- 
ana avenue.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL TRAINS CROWDED. 


World’s Fair Traffic Too Large for the 
a Company's Present Facilities, 

Complaint is made that the IIlinois Central 
railroad company’s service is unsatisfactory, 
especially in the evening, when 10,000 work- 
ingmen, hundreds of visitors, and a great 
crowd of other people having business at the 
Fair grounds all want to get away in the short 
space of an hour and a half. Complaint is 
heard every. day trom people that they are 
compelled to stana in overcrowded cars. 
From 4:30 to 6 o’clock thousands of workmen 
pile on the trains. They have no considera- 
tion for anybody else. They make a rush for 
both sides of the train before it stops, hoping 
to get the seats. A woman cannot secure 
a seat on these trains, Friday evening the 
train that left Fifty-seventh street at 5:20 p. 
m. with six cars had passengers enough on it 
to fill twelve cars. Not only was every seat 
taken, but people were packed in the aisles 
and on the outside platforms as close as they 
cou.d stand.

Cheer for the Despairing. 

In the evening Rabbi Wise occupied the pul- 
pit at the Jewish Temple, Twenty-sixth street 
and Indiana arenue, where one of the largest 
Hebrew congregations ever gathered in Chi- 
eago greeted him. Beside him on the plat- 
form were the Rev. A. J. Messing, Dr. E. G. 
Hirsch, the Rev. Joseph Stolz, Dr. I. S. 
Moses, Dr. Joseph Silverman of New York, 
and Dr. Tobias Shaufarber of Baltimore. 

Dr. Wise chose as his text the words from 
which he preached last in the temple, twenty- 
five years ago: Take not from me thy holy 
ghost, thy holy spirit, thy holy inspiration.” 
He said that the highest humanity and piety 
was to bring consolation to wounded hearts, 
to give a. guiding hand to the wandering, to 
lift up and cheer the despairing. That which 
did these works was the spirit of God working 
through men. This spirit was peace, under 
which the house of Israel united and found its 
strength. Its ideal was peace with justice and 
protection, under which always ran the spirit 
of God. Its method was always organization, 
in which was strength. Israel organized at 
the foot of Mount Sinai, afterwards in the 
wilderness, at the Jordan, in Canaan—always 
organized under the gracious spirit of God. 

If you want,” said the rabbi, to do any- 
thing great in this world you must always re- 
member that you area weak mortal, that two 
are stronger than one; that the many organ- 
ized under the divine spirit are a power irre- 
sistible.’’

He urged that the prac- 
tical side of all religion was the fulfillment of 
duties to fellow-men.

INVESTIGATING THE DEPARTMENTS. 


Pians Being Perfected by Members of the 
Special Commission. 

Wasutneton, D. C., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
The special commission appointed by Con- 
gress to examine into the methods of doing 
business in the several executive departments 
of the government is mapping out its work on 
an extensive scale. The men chosen for the 
task are all competent, the Chairman being 
Senator Cockrell of Missouri, who in- 
vestigated the subject thoroughly some 
years since and made an elaborate report. 
With him, from the Senate, are Mesers. Jones 
of Arkansas and Proctor of Vermont. The 
House is represented by Messrs. Dockery of 
Missouri, Richardson of Tennessee, and Ding- 
ley of Maine, veteran legislators and intelli- 
gent men. Senator Cockrell said there was 
no partisan purpose to be served by the com- 
mission. It would be the purpose of the com- 
mission to improve the service, nut to injure 
it. Representative Dockery said: 

It is the intention to do the business thoroughly 
and in the most efficjent way. My idea is to em- 
ploy two big men of the grade of railroad mana- 
‘gers or auditors to go into each department by 
turn, with full authority to send for persons and 
papers. One department—the Treasury, for in- 
stance—ought to be disposed of, and a thorough 
reform adopted in its system of doing business, 
before anything is done in another department. 
We shall probably employ, besides, an expert 
bookkeeper. He will give attention to the sim- 
plification of bookkeeping methods while the 
otber men grapple with the broader problems of 
organization. The system of auditing, 1 think, 
can be made much simpler than at present. 


COL, CARLIN TO BE PROMOTED, 


He Is Likely to Be Given the Vacant Brig- 
adier-Generalship. 

Wasntworox, D. C., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
Indications point to the selection of Col. Will- 
iam P. Carlin, Fourth Infantry, for the vacant 
Brigadier-Generalship in the army. Neither 
the President nor Col. Lamont has made any 
direct promises, but Mr. Cleveland has given 
considerable encouragement to the friends of 
Col. Carlin by a statement, made to a mem- 
ber of an Illinois delegation the other day, to 
the effect that Col. Carlin’s services as a 
volunteer officer im the late war ought to be rec- 
ognized in some substantial way. Col. Carlin 
is indorsed by all the prominent men of Illi 
nois, Representative Harmer being his special 
advocate. He is also the choice of Maj.-Gen. 
Schofield, Col. Carlin has only eight months 
more on the active list, but as Presideat 
Cleveland during his first administration ap- 
pointed several Colonels who were on the 
verge of retirement to Brigadier-Generalships 
because of a desire to reward them for war 
service, itis believed that he will adopt the 
same course in this instance. Col. Carlin is 
the only Colonel on the active list who served 
as a corps commander asa volunteer during 
the late war, and this gives additional strength 
to the belief that be will be given the privilege 
4 retiring with the rank which he held during 
the war. 


CHANGE OF TITLE FAVORED, 


Judge Chipman Thinks That Our Minis- 
ters Should Be Made Ambassadors. 
Wasutixeton, D. C. March 26.—[ Special. 1— 
Judge Chipmanof Michigan, who is a mem- 
bor of the Committee on Foreign Affairs of 
the House, said last night that he did not re- 
gard the action of Great Britain and France 
in promoting their Ministers to be Ambassa- 
dors as likely to make any marked change in 
our diplomatic or commercial relations with 
those countries. It was merely an act of 
courtesy in recognition of the tremendoup im- 
portance of the United States in the affairs of 
the world. He continued: 
There has existed in the past dme opposition 
in Congress to the proposition of conferring the 
title of Ambassador on our representatives 
abroad.

SAD CASE OF COL. REMEY, 


Official Inquiry Into His,Sanity to Be Made 
at Some Future Time. 
Wasurneton, D. C., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
A writ for an inquiry into the sanity of Col. 
William B. Remey, ex-Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the navy, was signed by Judge Cox 
yesterday. The writ was suspended for the 
time being, Capt. George C. Remey, a brother 
of the unfortunate. man, being appointed a 
committee to look after his affairs. This ac- 
tion was taken upon the petition of Col. 
Remey's brothers, Capt. Remey, U. S. N., and 
Joho T. Remey, a bank President of Burling- 
ton, Ia. Col. Remey has been under treat- 
ment in the McLean Asylum at Somerville, 
Mass., since last August. A letter from the 
physician of tae Somerville asylum says that 
it cannot yet be determined whether Col. 
Remer is suffering from paresis. He is noisy 
and incoherent, but his general physical con- 
dition seems good, except that he has lost 
flesh. Col. Remey was one of the best known 
men in Washington. He enlisted in the Ma- 
rine Corps in September, 1861, and was re- 
tired with the rank of Colonel upon the re- 
port of the Examining Board last June. For 
twelve years be served as Judge Advocate 
General of the navy. He is unmarried.

Thursday evening last, that they owed the 
Commercial National Bank $30,000, for 
that was the amount named in the 
deed of trust executed by the firm. But the 
public was not prepared for the later an- 
nouncement that the bank lost on Dobbins & 
Dazey’s straight paper. Their foreign ex- 
change and overdrafts reached the sum of 
$263,000, It is stated that the foreign ex- 
change deposited with the bank by Dobbins 
& Dazey amounted to $142,000, and that upon 
representations of Mr. Dazey to the officers 
of the bank that his firm had large purchases 
of cotton to be shipped at once from the 
Southern markets to the seaport he was per- 
mitted to overcheck for a large sum. 
Did an Extensive Business. 

Dobbins & Dazey, as has been stated in pre- 
vious dispatches, were among the leading cot- 
ton firms in the South, having the parent 
office in Nashville and branch offices in New 
Orleans, Montgomery and Mobile, Ala. ; Mem- 
phis and Jackson, Tenn.: Little Rock, Ark. ; 
Savannah, Ga.; and St. Louis. Mr. Dazey 
had charge of the Nashville office, and Mr. 
Dobbins was in charge of the New Orleans 
branch. Mr. Dobbins, when seen by a re- 
porter after the firm had failed, stated that 
March 9 he was informed that some 
drafts of their Nashville office 
had been protested. This was the 
first he knew of any trouble, as up to that 
time hedid notthink the firm owed any 
money. He had not received information 
from the Nashville office. At the time men- 
tioned he believed thatthe business of the 
firm was worth half a million dollars. He 
hastened to Nashville, saw Mr. Dazey, who 
was sick, but who said he thought their busi- 
ness was all right. Mr. Dobbins made an in- 
vestigation and the ig followed. Mr. 
Dobbins says he found the firm was 
largely in debt, much of it in New 
York and the East. He said further that 
it seemed over $500,000 had been lost in vari- 
ous ways from the firm’s business, leaving 
them unable to meet their obligations, all of 
which are debts of the Nashville office. Mr. 
Dobbins said he had always believed Mr. 
Dazey to be a man of the highest integrity 
and could not explain Dazey’s statements or 
actions, and Mr. Dazey had refused to explain 
them to him. 

Caused by Outside Speculations, 


Mr. Dobbins furtber said: Our legiti- 
mate business, conducted according to the 
purposes of our partnership, has always been 
profitable. It seems that heavy losses were 
made by outside speculation, which had no. 
ing to do with our business. Mr. Dobbins 
also said that the managers of its branch 
offices were not liable in any way for the 
firm’s obligations. Mr. Dobbins, whe re- 
sides in New Orleans, is still here making an 
extended investigation into the affairs of the 
firm. 

Bank Examiner Campbell is expected to ar- 
rive tomorrow morning and take charge of 
the Commercial National Bank. The belief 
is freely expressed by prominent bankers who 
have looked into the affairs of the Commer- 
cial National Bank that the depositors will be 
paid in full.

New York, March 26. —[Special. ]}—A Herald

He 
shows that the Atlanta on ita trial trip witha 
clean bottom attained a speed of 15.5 knots an 
hour with 3,345 horse-power, while the Boston, 
its exact duplicate, with a comparatively foul 
bottom, made but 13.8 knots on 3,780 horse- 
power, Coustructor Hichborn holds that the 
importance of the preservation of the bottoms 
of steel vessels from corrosion and fouling 
can hardly be overestimated and is continual- 
ly emphasized by the reports of loss of speed 
and increased coal consumption received from 
the new unsheathed steel vessels now in com- 
mission. Unless American cruisers are to be 
confined to cruises of short duration it would 
appear that they are deticient in ability to 
maintain high speed at sea. 

The additional expense incurred in putting 
on the sheathing of wood aad copper is in 
reality a great saving during the lifetime of 
the ship, as it obviates the necessity of fre- 
quent docking and the largely increased coal 
bills when the metal bottom is foul. For a 
vessel hke the Chicago the cost would be be- 
tween $300 and $400 for docking alone. To 
this sum must be added about $1,000 for 
scraping and painting.

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LAW FOR STRIKERS. 


WEW ORLEANS AMALGAMATED ASS0- 
OIATION ENJOINED. 


Judge Billings Decides the Managers of 
the Great Strike Violated the Act of 
Congress Against Restraint of Com- 
merce—This Establishes a Precedent of 
Much Importance to Organized Labor— 
Henry George and Others See in It an 
Attempt to Cverce the Workingman. 


New Oxtzans, La., March 26.—([Special. ]— 
Judge Billings of the United States Circuit 
Court has handed down an opinion in the 
case of the United States vs. The Working- 
men’s Amalgamated Association which is of 
importance from the precedent it establishes. 
Last November the commerce of .the city was 
paralyzed by a general strike managed by the 
Amalgamated Association. The District At- 
torney was induced to bring an injunction 
suit egainst the association under an act of 
Congress entitled An act to protect trade 
and commerce against unlawful restraint 
and monopoly. The court grants the in- 
junction to restrain the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation from preventing by threats, violence, 
or intimidation the employment of non-union 
laborers, holding that its efforts to secure the 
exclusive employment of union Jabor was in 
the nature of a restraint upon commerce, 


AROUSES ORGANIZED LABOR, 


Henry George and Others Stirred Up by 
Judge Billings’ Decision. 

New Tonk, March 26.—| Special. |—Henry 
George was surprised at the decision by Judge 
Billings at New Orleans that strikes that inter- 
fere with inter-State commerce are illegal. 
Tonight he gave out the following statement: 

This is another attempt to bind down the ocean 
with pack thread. That strikes are restraints of 
commerce is true; as are many other things with 
which the courts do not or cannot interfere. The 
strike at bottom rests upon the individual right 
to work or not to work, and for our courts to 
attempt more than to prevent violence or threats 
of violence is to enter upon untenable and 
dangerous ground. They might as well try to 
reéstablish slavery. Strikes are but war in pas- 
sive forms. They are tiecessarily destructive in 
their nature, and, like all wars, involve non-com- 
batants in the sufferings they cause. And they 
become more destructive and include a larger 
area in their losses and sufferings as the division 
of labor becomes more minute and the ramifica- 
tions of exchange extend. But to attempt to 
cure them by repression is to begin at the wron 
end. Underneath their infringements of natur 
right lie those deeper and wider infringements of 
natural right which are concentrating/woalth and 
power in the hands of the few and aking the 
laborer helpless save as he can combine and fight 
for his own band. f 

Labor leaders have not been so agitated 
since the great political agitation of 1886 as 
they were today over the news of Judge Bil- 
ling’s decision. The business of the Central 
Labor Union was rushed through and the men 
went off in groups of two and taree discussing 
the matter. Coming so soon after Judge 
Ricks’ decision on the Ann Arbor trouble it 
was alleged that an organized attempt to dis- 
rupt the labor organizations was being made. 
The men thought the attempt must fail. 

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll said: 

As a rule men have a right to quit work at any 
time unless there is some provision to the contra- 
ry in their contracts. They have not the right 
to prevent other men taking their places. Of 
course 1 do not mean by this that strikers may 
not use persuasion and argument to prevent other 
men filling their places. All blacklist: and re- 
fus to work with other men is also illegal and 
punishable. Of course men may . to quit 
work, but how eis it to be proved? On man can 
quit or 500 can quit together and — can 

revent them. While I have not read either J udge 

illings’ or Judge Ricks’ decision carefully, 
I believe in a general way that they are in ac- 
knowledgment at least of the principle of public 
control or regulation of railroads and of com- 
merce generally. I do not think, however, that 
the decision will have any lasting effect on organ- 
ized labor. You can’t enforce law against such 
vast numbers of people, especially when they 
have the general sympathy, as is the case here. 
Of course most strikes have been illegal, but the 
numbers involved make the courts powerless. 

Secretary Chris Evans of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor said: 

This looks like a dead set at the labor organiza- 
tions, but I do not think even the Judges can pre- 
vent us from organizing. 


SWITCHMEN TALK OF STRIKING, 


Meeting of Brotherhood Men at Philadel- 
phia to Discuss Action During the Fair. 
PLD RITA, Pa., March 26.—An impor- 

tant meeting of the United Brotherhood of 
Switchmen lasting two hours was held here 
this afternoon behind closed doors. The 
meeting was in session for two 
hours, and the greatest secrecy was main- 
tained concerning the proceedings. The 
purpose of the meeting, it is understood, was 
to discuss the question of astrike upon the 
Pennsylvania railroad and the roads entering 
Chicago during the Worid's Fair or just prior 
to its opening. Delegates were present from 
various points along the line of the Pennsyl- 
vania and from the local branches of 
the brotherhood in Chicago. A number 
of letters were read, the general sentiment of 
which was against astrike. The feelings of 
the switchmen at the meeting, however, were 
somewhat more pronounced than those of the 
writers of the letters, and a strong senti- 
ment seemed to prevail in favor of taking ad- 
vantage of the coming rush of business oa the 
railroad lines to state the men’s grievances 
and demands and to put pressure of some de- 
scription upon the railroad companies to com- 
pel them to grant them. 


STREET CAR MEN DEFEATED, 


New Orleans Strikers Give In, but Are Re- 
fused Re-employment as Union Men. 

New Onrxaxs, La., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
The strike of the employés of the New Orleans 
and Carrollton Electric line was brought to a 
sudden and unlooked-for close this morning. 
The Board of Directors made a harder fight 
than the men had expected and seemed to 
have no difficulty in getting new men. Some 
twenty of the strikers withdrew last night and 
signed a contract with the company. Assoon 
as this was made known to the union a 
special meeting of the Executive committee 
was called and the strike declared off. The 
strikers were in hopes that by taking this ac- 
tion they would stand a good chanse for get- 
ting their positions back. But the railroad 
company stand to their first agreement and 
will not reémploy any union men. The men 
are bitter over the result and hold their Presi- 
dent responsible, It is understood that the 


strike was got up by employés who lately | 


came here from the North and were employed 
in place of the old-timers under an ironclad 
contract. Now it is given out that on account 
of the breach of faith the Northern men who 
struck cannot be reémployed and will be 
blacklisted in every Northern city where they 
might seek employment. 


JUDGE RICKS’ DECISION IMPORTANT. 


C. M. Dawes Says Its Influence in Railway 
Jurisprudence Is Uncertain. 

The question of the right of railway em- 
pleyés on one road to boycott and refuse to 
handle freight on another road on which there 
is a strike, which has been passed on recently 
by Judge Ricks of the United States Court at 
Toledo in the case of the Toledo and Ann Ar- 
bor road, was first presented to a United 
States Court, Judge Gresham presiding, at 
the time of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy engineers’ strike in Chicago in March, 
1888. C. M. Dawes, counsel for the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy road, said yesterday: 

% Yes, that question was raised in the strike 
of our engineers, and I believe that was the 
first time it was ever presented to a United 
States Court. We had 500 engineers ready to 
take out engines, but the Wabash and Rock 


Island people refused to take our cars. We 


went irto court against both the Wabash and 
Rock Island. Suits were brought separately. 
The Wabash was at that time in the hands of 
a receiver, Gen. McNulty. That road was 
practically in the hands of Judge Gresham, 
who appointed McNulty. The suit was brought 
to put the court on record as to what it would 
do. Our affidavits in support of our position 
asking the engineers of the Wabash not to 
boycott our cars were full and explicit. 
The case was ready for a hearing when Gen. 
McNulty, as receiver of the Wabash, filed an 
answer to the effect that his road had ever 
been and was then willing to handle the 
freight of the Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 

. The case was then dropped. The Wabash 
people handled our freight and the case did 
not come to a hearing. The records of the 
court show no decision, but the action of Gen. 
McNulty, an officer of the conrt, would of

MEXICAN VOLCANO CAUSES DESTRUCTION 


Ruin Wrought by Appalling Eruptions 
from the San Martin, Near Tonolu. 
Crrx or Mexico, March 26.—Great alarm is 
felt by people living in the Tonolu district of 
the State of Chiapas over the eruption of 
the San Martin volcano, which has 
been belching forth flame, lava, and 
ashes for the last two weeks. The volcano is 
situated in the midst of a populous agricult- 
ural country and at its base are extensive 
coffee plantations. It has been extinct 
for more than a century, and gave 
no indication of becoming active until about 
three weeks ago, when there was a series of 
slight shocks of earthquake in that 
locality, followed by a blast of sulphur- 
ous smoke from the volcano. Inhabit- 
ants of the surrounding country abandoned 
their homes and sought refuge at a safe 
distance. These earthquake shocks and 
the condition of the crater were 
followed by one of the most 
magnificent and awe-inspirmg explosions 
ever witnessed, It occurred at night and the

Demand for a Contag tous Disease Hospital. 

CuicaGo, March-22.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—There is now a pressing demand for a conta- 
gious disease hospital. Thie is not a matter of 
charity, but a matter of economy, honesty, and 
public decency. For the month ending Feb. 28 
there were ninety-five deaths from diphtheria in 
tne city, and thirty-seven deaths from “croup,” 
making 131 deaths doubtless due to diphtheria. 
There will follow in the wake of these others dur. 
ing the current month who have contracted 
diphtheria from those buried in Feburary. Many 
of these cases died in hotels or large apartment 
houses, and endangered scores of children resid- 
ing under the same roof. During the coming sea- 
son hotels and boarding-houses will frequently be 
made into contagious disease hospitals 
against the will of the proprietors and at their 
expense. There is no place in the city where a 
case of diphtheria can be taken care of since the 
ward over the morgue at the County Hospital 
was closed. There are many families who, dur- 
ing the next six months, will entertain friends. 
A child of a guest will come down with scariet- 
fever or diphtheria. Try to finda hospital then. 
Money is no object. Can you rent a house and 
put the sick child in it? Ask those who have 
tried. Ask the physicians who have met this 
problem eyery month for years. : 

To be sure we look forward to the time when 
our streets will be so clean that no diphtheria will 
come from the alleys, when oar milk will be so 
well inspected that it will no longer carry scarlet- 
fever and diphtheria from the — ber the city 
or from the slop-barns to the home. But nuw we 
must take care of the 131 cases of diphtheria that 
die in the city every month and the 131 that get 
well. There were cals ninty-four deaths from 
violence in the city in February, of these the rail- 
roads killed only twenty-two. Yet our Legis- 
lature proposes to compel the railroads to elevate 
their tracks at an expense of many millions. 
Three contagions disease hospitals at a trifling 
expense would reduce our death rate among the 
defenseless and helpless children more than 
twenty-two each montb, 

Don’t let the residents of the avenues suppose 
that all the deaths from diphtheria are among 
the slums. There were eleven deaths from diph- 
theria and croup (7) in the Thirtieth Ward, and 
the other first-class residence wards suffered al- 
most as much. 

Let benevolent people stop adding on to the 
free hospitals in which there are no free beds 
and provide a pay hospital for those who are suf- 
fering from diseases which endanger their neigh- 
bors. and compel the county or city to provide 
for those who cannot pay. 

Of course, there is an ordinance which prevents 
any public-spirited man who has the means from 
opening a contagious disease hospital in the city, 
but this does not prevent every hotel from harbor- 
ing clandestinely, so far as ite guests are concerned, 
cases that come down under its roof. 

It would pay the hotelkeepers in relief from 
anxiety, trouble, and mental suffering to club to- 
gether and open a house to receive those who 
come dowu with contagious diseases in their 
caravansaries. 2 

There seem to be charity mongers enough to 
buiid homes for the friendless, homes for ingcura- 
bles, homes for half orphans, homes for the crip ‘ 
ples, homes for old women, and other such 
cheerful collections of helpless humanity, but 
no one wants to promote a hospital 
for contagious diseases. The charity monger in 
cap and cuffs cannot contemplate herself receiv- 
ing with satisfaction her Board of Lady Managers 
in narrow quarters, with only a half-dozen cases 
| of diphtheria and as many more of scarlet-fever. 
She thinks, perhaps, the place would not at- 
tractive. It would be entirely too small a thing. 

To the shrewd business manor woman à con- 
tagious disease hospital does not offer sufficient 
reward to undertake the unpleasant task. 80, 
tween them, we are left to face all the difficulties 
of caring for those cases in hotels, boarding- 
houses, and residences.

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IN CHARITY'S NAME. 


SOME OF THE IMPOSITIONS WITH 
WHIOH SOOIETY PUTS UP. 


The System of Giving Charitable Enter- 
tainments Described by a Woman Who 
Has Been a Victim of It—How People 
Are Sometimes Forced to Give Money 
for Things They Do Not Want—Tickets 
Sent Them and Then Charged Up 
Against Them—Attempts to Stop It. 


“It is an imposition that even a com bina- 
tion of society and charity cannot justify.“ 

This is the way a society woman charac- 
terized one feature of the prevalent system of 
securing money for charity through social 
channels. 

Perhaps she, was right. Perhaps a certain 
business-man was right when he said that it 
was a “confidence game that would not be 
tolerated in any reputable business.“ Perhaps 
a few society women in Chicago are right in 
deciding, each acting for herself, to fight the 
system. One can tell better when he knows 
— about it. So let the society woman ex- 
plain: 

It is the system of sending people tickets 
for anything from a bazaar toa charity ball 
with the request that either the tickets or the. 
money for them be returned, Perhaps it was 
not so great an imposition years ago, but that 
was because it was not resorted toso fre- 
quently. It was an imposition even then, but 
was not felt as much. And there is really no 
possible reason for it except the hope of in- 


ducing or forcing people to buy something 
that they do not want. I’m sure that it would 
be branded as disreputable in any business 
and I think you will agree with me when I de- 
scribe it more fully. 

We'll say there is to be a ball, or a bazaar, 
or areading for charity or alleged charity 
(the sole beneficiary is sometimes the person 
giving the reading or recital, or whatever 
it may be). It may be given in a 
public hall or a private residence. 
In the first instance there are, of course, some 
expenses to pay, but in the second instance 
the expenses are borne by the hostess, who 
would scorn any remuneration for the part 
she takes in the affair. The money is all for 
charity and the one who does the reading or 
the singing. We'll say it’s all for charity in 
all cases to avoid getting into any entangle- 
ments. 

“The tickets are printed or engraved and 
numbered and then some calling lists or the 
Blue Kook are calied into requisition and a 
list made of those to whom tickets are to be 
mailed. The numbers of the tickets sent are 
put after or before the names and a slip in- 
closed asking that either the tickets or a check 
be returned. No stamp is inclosed and no re- 
turn envelope. It is taken for granted 
you are going to pay for the tickets (any 
number from two ten are sent) 
and if you don’t want them and feel 
that you can pick aut your own charities it is 
advisable for you to write a note saying 80, 
stamp and address an envelope, seal it with | 
the inclosures, and mail it as promptly as 
possible or you will find yourself charged with 
any sum from $l up. And you will pay it, 
too, unless you have firmly made up your 
mind to resist all suchimpositions. If you lay 
the tickets aside they may be lost or you may 
forget them until you are called upon to pay. 
All the chances are against you. 

It looks Uke a small matter, but is it? In 
some houses that I know of from five to ten of 
these sets of tickets are sometimes received in 
a week, and it almost requires a set of books 
to keep track of them so that they may be re- 
turned. It is an imposition on those who are 
really charitably inclined and who do much 
for charity; it is an imposition on those 
who are in society and on many 
of those who are not. I'll venture to say that 
thousands of dollars have been secured b 
such means from people who did not inten 
to buy the tickets, did not wish to buy the 
tickets, and often really could not afford to 
buy the tickets. And there is absolutely no 
excuse for it. If I wish to go anywhere, if I 
wish to give anything to charity, an invitation 
or —_ isenough. It is as easy for me to 
send money in one instance as in another. 
I can send for the tickets if I want and. 
like any one else, I will send for them w I 
do want them, I can send the money to get 
them just as well as lean send the money to 
pay for them after they have been forced 
upon me. 

But they are not forced upon me now, 
simply because they cannot be. I made up 
my mind on the subject three or four weeks 
ago, and now I do not return the tickets. If 
any one calls for them he or she may have 
them; if they arenot called for in a reasona- 
ble time I destroy them. Underno circum- 
stances will I pay for any such tickets sent to 
me unless they are tickets I use or would 
have sent for had a notice or an invitation 
been sent me instead of the tickets.“ 

Others have resorted to the same measures, 
but of course it is not possible to say just 
how many others. Some of the people who 
have sent out tickets without return pos 
might give some information on 
subject if they would. They could probably 
tell when a request for the money for tickets 
not returned has been met with a polite re- 
fusal on the ground that the tickets had not 
been asked for, had not been used, and had 
not been wanted. Rather heroic meagures, 
but society women claim they are necessary. 

Phe system meets with the greatest finan- 
cial success in quarters where some poor fool 
of a woman or man feels flattered at receiv- 
ing the invitation that accompanies the tick- 
ets, continued the society woman. It's an 
invitation to a house that she has often heard 
of and admired from the outside, but has never 
been inside of. She makes up her mind that 
she has at last reached the inner circle of so- 
ciety, and hastens to pay the money for the 

rivilege of saying that she is going, or has 
— to the reading or the recital or the 
bazaar at Mrs. Croesus Goldust s. If she has 
sense enough to realize that the invitation is 
merely that she be represented in the fund by 
$2 or $5 or $10 or even $20; that there is noth- 
ing outside of dollars and cents in it; and 
that she has no more chance of being invited 
to Mrs. Goldust’s when there is no money 
consideration than the poorest beggar on the 
streets—if she realizes all that she puts in 
some time and spends some of her loose 
change in returning tickets that there was no 
possible justification for sending to her in the 
tirst place. 

‘* What would you think of a dry-goods house 
that left a package of goods at your residence 
with a note saying that if they were not re- 
turned they would be charged up to your ac- 
count? Is the system any better or any more 
reputable when applied to a lecture or a read- 
ing ora charitabie entertainment? In add. 
tion to being the worst forin of begging, does 
it not seem like the method of a trickster who 
hopes to force you to pay for something you 
do not want? 

There is hardly a public or private charity, 
or alleged charity, entertainment that takes 
place in Chicago in which this system is not 
resorted to, and in many instances it is used 
when there is no pretense of charity. Read- 
ers, singers, entertainments of all sorts, have 
adopted it. It seemsto be considered allow- 
able whenever, even by the greatest stretch of 
the imagination, the entertainment can be 
considered a society affair. When it can- 
not the burden fells upon the business- 
men rather thanon the society women. Com- 
mittees call on them and ask them to buy 
tickets for this benefit or that charity. 
The policemen are going to give a danee or 
the railway employés a ball for the benefit of 
some lodge or society, and the business-man 
is asked to subscribe. He pays for police 
protection already and is charged a 
price for all that he gets from the railroads, 
but the very fact that he does so pay is given 
as a reason for paying more, and he generally 
thinks it wise to do so, Still, this is better 
than the other system, for if he does say “no” 
with any emphasis that settles it, and he 
doesn’t find himself charged up later with 
something that he didn’t want, didn’t buy, 
and that can only be charged to him by utter- 
ly disregarding all the principles upon which 
business, whether for charity or private gain, 
can be properly carried on.

Observatory in California. 


There, as everybody knows, is established

It is pos- 
sible that some brief account of the locality, 
of the telescope, and of the sublime spectacles 
which it reveals, written without technicalities 
or e may interest many. 
great glass stands in a massive domed 
observatory on the summit of Mount Hamil- 
ight above the sea of 4,030 feet. 
one of the chief em inences 
on that inner coast Sierra called Monte Dia- 
— lying between the Bays of San Francisco 
onterey, and its crest rises about thir- 
teen miles due east of the Town of San José, 
as the crow flies. San José, a pretty, Spanish- 
Icaking place, lies about fifty miles by train 
south of the Golden Gate City, and from this 
to the observatory summit is a drive along 
a winding road of about twenty-six miles. 
A pair of stout California horses easily 
accom the distance, steep as the 
ascent sometimes becomes, in four and 
a half hours.

CARTER’S CONSISTENCY. 
Carter H. Harrison is now appealing for 
votes on the ground that he is a Democrat 
and that the good of the party demands his 
election. At a meeting in the Fifteenth Ward 
Friday evening he said: I, myself, believe 
that parties are the best thing for the country. 
I believe it is the better thing to have the 
Mayor and the city officers elected by a party 
so that their duties to their party will keep 
them straight. It was at this meeting also 
that Carter said: There is only one truthful | 
editor in Chicago and he is the editor of the 
Times.“ Now let us see what that editor 
thinks of Carter and bis party loyalty. Writ- 
ing of him in the editorial columns of the 
Times in the early part of April, 1891, when 
Carter was a bolter from his party and was 
preaching independence, this editor said: 
In every view he [Harrison] is serving his own 
purpose, which is one of revenge only. He un- 
derstands perfectly that he cannot be elected 
Mayor, but he hopes to bring defeat upon the 
party which preferred to renominate Mayor Cre- 
gier. It is not possiole for Mr. Harrison to sub- 
ordinate himself to cause or party. His over. 
weaning vanity stands in the way of such self- 
denial—a vanity sorely wounded by a self-respect- 
ing party which repudiated him for many good 
reasons. Among them his opposition to tariff 
reform, to Palmer, to Cleveland, to any and every 
man not a Harrisonian. 
Much more to the same general effect could 
be quoted from the editorial columns of the 
Times, which has always been regarded as the 
organ par excellence of Democracy in Chica- 
go. But this will suffice for the present. 
Mr. Harrison’s organ boasted Saturday that 
Senator John M. Palmer will be here in the 
interest of Harrison’s candidacy and that he 
will talk for the Harrison ticket Monday 
night. Senator Palmer was here two years 
ago and he then talked against Harrison and 
Harrison talked against him and denounced 
and ridiculed him for coming here to inter- 
fere in a local contest. Thus at a meeting 
held April 3, 1891, in Battery D, Harrison 
said: 
Gen. Palmer says he came here because he 
wanted to show his gratitude to the 101, but 
Gen. Palmer comes here to sustain an infamous 
ring. and, no doubt, his board bill is paid by Mike 
Me Donald. chief of the gamblers’ trust.

COMMERCE WITH HAWAII. 

In the March number of the North Ameri- 
can Review Lorrin A. Thurston, ex-Prime 
Minister of Hawaii and Chairman of the 
Hawaiian Annexation Commission, ably treats 
of the relations between the United States and 
the Sandwich Islands. After sketching the 
features of the several treaties that have been 
made he says the objective point of our states- 
men has not bean a financial one. Yet the 
facts show that not only has American states- 
manship and foresight justitied the expecta- 
tion of securing a political benefit, but that 
the direct financial ad vantäges accruing to the 
United States and its citizens, which they 
would not have received but for the treaty of 
1876, have more than repaid, dollar for dollar, 
all loss by the United Stutes through remis- 
sions of duties under the reciprocity treaty. 

Official statistics show the quantities named 
in the following table to have been exported 
from Hawaii to the United States under the 
reciprocity treaty during the fifteen years end- 
ing with December, 1890. The average duty 
remitted by the United States has been $40 
per ton on sugar, 4 cents per gallon on mo- 
lasses, $40 per ton on rice, and $25 per ton on 
peddy (uncleaned rice). So if we credit the 
United States with all these duties this side of 
the account will be:

The total value of imports from ‘Hawaii to 
the United States in the same time was $47,- 
603,670, of which $85,610,000 worth was free 
by treaty. The duties remitted cn the latter 
averaged about 10 per cent, amounting to 
$8,561,000. In January, 1891, the total capital 
invested in the sugar business in the islands 
was $33,455,990, of which $24,735,610 belonged 
to United Stutes citizens against $1,500,000 so 
owned by them fifteen years earlier. At $20 
per ton the profit on the total exports gf sugar 
in that time was $20,041,700, of which 74 per 
cent was reaped by Americans, In addition 
to this there was paid about $3,006,000 in com- 
missions on sugar at both ends of the com- 
mercial line. Ihere was every indication that 
but for the reciprocity treaty the exports from 
the United States to Hawaii would have de- 
clined from tne total of $947,260 for 1875. If 
they had continued the same, the total for the 
term would have been only $15,156,160 instead 
of the actual total of $47,603,670. Ten per 
cent on the difference would give a profit of 
$3,245,000 additional. Then the freights on 
imports and exports would amount to about 
$11,180,000 during the period, the freight 
charges having varied from $3.50 to $7 per 
ton. Fully 60 per cent of this was carried by 
American vessels, or say $6,707,500 in freights. 
But another 10 per cent was carried by vessels 
under the Hawaiian flag, practically all of 
which are owned by Americans. The two 
items make a total of $7,825,440 received by 
United States citizens for foreign freights 
during the term of the treaty. The capital 
now invested in inter-island vessels is 51, 000, 
000, of which 72 per cent is owned by Ameri- 
cans. The average profit on this business is 
12 per cent, and 72 per cent of it is $1,600,000 
received by Americans in the fifteen years. 
These and other items show the followimg as 
the United States gains under the treaty:

To this exhibit, if the figures were attaina- 
ble, should be added the dividends of Ameri- 
can stockholders in other than the sugar cor- 
porations, passenger receipts of American 
ships between the islands and California, the 
profits made in Hawaii by American mer- 
chants on the sale of the $47,000,000 worth of 
exports, subsidies paid by Hawaii to American 
stearnships, and many other sources of profit. 
The fact that Hawaii has also been benefited 
does not prove the results less valuable to the 
United States and its citizens. We have se- 
cured not only the political advantages sought 
for but also an enormous addition to our 
ship building and foreign export and carrying 
trade, and there has been created a prosper- 
ous, progressive American community which 
is no less American because it is across the 
ocean under a tropical sky. 

The imports of Hawaii in 1890 were at the 
rate of $75 per capita, and exports of do- 
mestic produce 3144, bemg a total foreign 
trade of $219 for each man, woman, and child 
in that couatry. The exports from Great 
Britain in 1888 were only $31 per capita, and 
from Canada and the United States in 1889 
they were respectively $40 and $22 per capita. 
During 1890 Hawaii’s total export and import 
trade amounted to $20,105,600, of which $18,- 
332,000 was with the United States. Its par- 
ticular iinportance to the Pacific coast is 
shown in the following statement of the for-

treaty, not only for the reasons then existing, 
but for the protection of American interests 
and property. For the financial effect of the 
future American policy isof far more im- 
portance to Americans than it is to Hawaiians. 
For every dollar the islanders might lose by 
that policy Americans would lose four. Our 
property interests in Hawaii have become 80 
great that it is no longer a simple question of 
political advantage to ourselves or of charity 
or justice to a weak neighbor. Itis a question 
involving the fortunes of thousands of our 
own flesh and blood and millions of dollars’ 
worth of American property. 

The independent Hawaiian government was 
created by Americans, and it has been pre- 
served repeatedly from foreign conquests and 
rescued from internal dissension only by 
means of the physical and moral support of 
the nited States Govern ment and its troops. 
Now all efforts to carry on an independent 
government. under monarchical influences 
have failed. The thing has disappeared, and 
beyond ali power of resurrectiop. What is to 
take its place? The parting of the ways has 
been reached in Hawaiian and American his- 
tory. They must from this point on merge 
into one and jointly enjoy the mutual benefits 
and advantages arising frum such union, or 
the people of the islands will be compelled, 
in sheer self-defense of elementary liberties 
and property rights, to seek other means for 
their preservation. It is for the United States 
to decide in this important matter. 


THE TRUSTS MUST GO, 

Evidently the gigantic coal combine has 
carried things too far for its own welfare in 
the State of Minnesota. It has stirred up a 
spirit that will not down. The combine and 
its methods are undergoing a searching in- 
vestigation by a legislative commictee, a 
mass-meeting at St. Paul has warmly in- 
dorsed the movement and demanded that it 
be carried through to the uttermost attain- 
able result, and the Legislature has unani- 
mously commended the spirit of the resolu- 
tions passed by the meeting. The assemblage 
of citizens asked the Legislature to call upon 
the Governors of all the States and Territories 
to each appoint a commission of ten persons to 
meet the first Monday in June next to take 
such action as may be necessary to mold 
future legislation and to cail more emphatic- 
ally the attention of the State Legislatures 
and Congress to the matter, in view of the 
inability of any one State to contend success- 
fully alone against the gigantic coal con- 
spiracy, and to devise legitimate means of 
effectually and forever relieving the people of 
the United States from the burdensome re- 
sults of the unlawful combination. It re- 
quested the Legislature of Minnesota to pass 
the most stringent laws possible against any 
direct or indirect attempt to form or per- 
petuate any such infamous combination in 
that State and make all who participate in 
such combination guilty of a State’s prison 
offense. Also, it resolved to form a 
standing committee composed of all political 
parties to help the authorities in bringing 
offeuders to condign punishment. 

The Judiciary committee of the House is 
instructed to investigate the constitutionality 
of a bill giving the right of individual ac- 
tion against members of trusts organized 
for the purpose of keeping up the 
price of any necessary article to an 
extortionate figure. If it finds in the 
affirmative « bill will be prepared and passed 
providing that any “individual or number of 
persons may sue a member of a combine like 
that in coal, and recover the excess over what 
the court may find to be a reasonable price. 
If such a measure would not be constitutional 
a bill will be reported providing for an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. As the resolution 
instructing the committee to investigate was 
unanimously aaopted it may be regarded as 
certain that the people and their representa- 
tives are determined the matter shall not die 
out with the close of the present session. 

The good folks of Minnesota have got after 
the trusts with a vim which bodes no good to 
the latter. The coal combine is but the first 
to be looked to. The action taken in refer- 
ence to it will provide for dealing with the 
rest, and all of them will have to effect a rad- 
ical change in methods or give a wide berth 
to Minnesota. The fact that this classifica- 
tion will touch in a tender spot a gigantic 
flour cum bine ought not to be allowed to stand 
in the way, and probably it will not. And it 
may well be hoped that Minnesota will prove 
to be only the first in a long list of States the 
people of all of which will join shoulder to 
shoulder in a determined effort to stamp out 
the iniquitous trusts and put the seal ofa 
strong popular condemnation on the whole 
nefarious business. There is room to expect 
that the investigation at St. Paul will prove to 
be the entering wedge in a grand movement 
that will rive asunder all the trust combina- 
tions that now afflict the people by directly 
killing off the wholesome competition which 
is recognized by the common law as the right 
of the citizen, and by the whole body of com- 
mercial ethics as the life of trade. The 
evil to be abolished is a gigantic one, but the 
people are equal to the task if they set about 
it in good earnest and prove that they are un- 
alterably united in the demand that these in- 
iquitous combinations shall no longer exist 
among them. The convention called to sit ten 
weeks hence ought to mark an important 
epoch in the history of trusts in the United 
States. 


THE DUTIES OF RAILROAD EMPLOYES. 

Some persons seem to be under the impres- 
sion, owing probably to-inaccurate newspaper 
reports, that Judge Ricks of the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of 
Ohio has declared that a court can force a man 
to remain in the service of a quasi-public vor- 
poration, such as a railroad company, though 
he may be desirous of leaving. 

No such broad ground has been taken by 
him. What he has said is that the court 
does not assume the power to compel you to 
continue — service to your employers 
agaiost your will, but it does undertake to 
compel you to perform your whole duty while 
such relations continue.“ The reason there- 
for is that the railroad employé owes a duty 
to the public as well as to his immediate em- 
ployer. The bricklayer who refuses to handle 
brick from a non-union yard incommodes 
only the contractor and the owner of the build- 
mg. The railroad engineer when he refuses 
to haul gars tendered by a road employing 
non-union engineers violates a law of the 
United States and injures hundreds of ship- 
pers. The Jidge said further to the engi- 
neers: 

You are engaged in a service of a public 
character and the public are interested not only 
in the way in which you perform your duties 
while you continue in that service, but are quite 
as much interested in the time and circumstances 
uader which you quit. that employment. You 
cannot always chose your own time and place for 
terminating those relations. If you were per- 
mitted tado so you might quit your work at a 
time and place aud under circumstances which 


would involve irreparable damage to your em 
ployers and jeopardize the life of the traveling 


public. 
The railroad employé can leave when he 


pleases, but not so as to incommode the pub- 


lic, The railroad engineer must not desert his | 


train between stations, nor say e minute be- 


‘fore the time for the leaving of the traifi, and 


when it will be difficult or impossible to find a 
substitute, that he does not mean to work 
longer. ; 

The Judge said further to the. Lake Shore 
employés who were before him: 

It may be important for you to reflect and con- 
sider whetner you can safely proceed to continue 
in your employer's service with the purpose to 
quit it at a moment when some duty may be re- 
quired of you which is in violation of some sup- 
posed promise or obligation you owe another not 
your employer. 

That is to say, assuming that it is a rule of 


the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engiaeers to 
refuse to handle freight tendered by a road 
employing non-union engineers, and assum- 
ing further that the Lake Shore engineers 
thiok such a rule is more bindmg on them 
than the law of the United States, the Judge 
intimates that it might be-better for them to 
leave the service of the road.now, thus escap- 
ing che necessity of having to choose between 
obedience to a national statute and the rule 
of a union. He says that if they stay they 
must obey the law. If they feel that they can- 
not cbey the law they can quit, but they must 
not wait until their departure will involve in- 
convenience to the public. 

It will be seen that tne Judge is looking 
after the interest of those who use the roads. 
It is time. For years there have been conflicts 
between railroad corporations and their em- 
ployés in which they have done each other 
much harm, but have done an innocent pub- 
lic, which was not responsible for their dis- 
putes and could not stop them, a great deal 
more. It is pleasant to see that the courts 
are coming to the defense of the people. 


REPUBLICANS COLLECT REVENUES BEST. 

Tun Trisunz published the other day a 
statement by Representative Henderson of 
Iowa, made after examining the records, to 
the effect that President Cleveland’s ap- 
pointees collected between 1885 and 1889 $51,- 
000,000 leas than the previous admunistration 
and $115,000,000 less than was taken in during 
the four years of President Harrison, al- 
though during 1890 the tax on tobacco was 
reduced two cents a pound and a number of 
special taxes were wiped out. 

It appears from this comparative 3 
that during President Cleveland's first ad in in- 
istration over a hundred millions of revenue 
were stolen by the collectors, the moonshin- 
ers, and the tobacco dealers. It is not sur- 
prising that Col. Henderson should warn the 
present admiaistration that the way to guard 
against a deficit is to keep a sharper eye on 
the moonshiners and the whisky ring. 

The internal revenue district of which Chi- 
cago is a part furnishes an excelleat exe opli- 
fication of the difference in efficiency between 
Republican and Democratic collectors. The 
receipts during the last twelve months Mr. 
Stone wasin office amounted to $8,468,000, 
During the first twelve months of his succes- 
sor, Mr. Mamer, they were $13,867,000. Ma- 
mer’s total collections during three years were 
$36,254,000. Stone’s collections duriug the last 
thirty-six months of his term were $27,659,000 
Mamer would have taken in more but for the 
reductions in taxes during his term, 

These figures show gross carelessness, or 
worse, on the part of Mr. Stone’s deputies 
Did they allow the distillers, brewers, and to- 
bacco manufacturers to evade the payment of 
millions due to the government, with or with- 
out personal profit to themselves? Were they 
merely cheated or did they help to cheat? 

These figures show that the very best thing 
the President can do is to reappoint Mr. 
Mamer for four years more at the close of his 
term. His administration will need all the 
morey that can be had for the payment of 
pensions and for the annual -rebuilding of 
Mississippi loam levees which are washed 
away by every spring flood. While the Dem- 
ocrate say that fully a quarter of the pensions 
are fraudulent they will not attempt any 
weeding out, because the old fellows have 
votes. Therefore the internal revenue taxes 
will have to be very closely collected to meet 
the demands on the Treasury. 

This would not be done by Democratic 
officeholders. They would allow tens of mill- 
ions of revenue to slip through their fingers 
or divide it with the thieves, and there would 
be no prosecutions or restitutions. There were 
none during Cleveland's first term. He has 
now a set of able, experienced, honést, faithful 
collectors, and he cannot do better than to re- 
tain their services so as to be sure of revenue. 


Tus New York Bulletin says that while the 
banks have offered ali the gold for which the 
Treasury could conveniently furnish small 
notes in exchange it is to be noted that they 
have not caused any increase in the amount 
of gold paid to the government through the 
revenues, and the showing in that respect is 
even less favorable than heretofore. In 
March three years ago 95.7 percent of the 
customs payments at New York were in gold 
certificates. One. year later the proportion 
was 64.9 per cent. For last Marchit had 
shrunk to 18.7, and during the first ten days 
of the present month only 4.1 per cent of these 
payments were in gold certificates. The per- 
centage of United States notes has also been 
smaller than for several months, while more 
than 50 per cent of the revenue from 
customs has been puid in the new Treas- 
ury notes issued under the silver law of July, 
1890. The decline in the amount of gold cer- 
tificates received for customs duties dates 
from the passage of that law. For twelve 
months previous to its passage they had not 
fallen below 90 per cent of the total pay- 
ments. The Bulletin says truly it must be 
evident that with nearly 70 per cent of the 
customs revenues paid in Treasury notes and 


silver certificates, only about 5 percent in gold 


certificates, and 25 per cent in legal tender 
notes, there can be little public confidence in 
the adequacy of the government’s gold re- 
sources, and it is for the banks to use their in- 
fluence to insure a better showing.“ 


Tun Constitution gives the Federal Govern- 
ment authority to send Ambassadors to for- 
eign countries, but it never was exercised be- 
cause not in accordance with “ republican 
simplicity.”” Many efforts were made during 
the last ten years to abandon the custom of 
sending to the great powers persons with the 
inferior rank of Minister, not so much because 
the designation of Ambassador is more high- 
sounding than that of Minister, but because 
there are occasions where the usefulness of 
an American representative is impaired be- 
cause he bears an inferior title. After much 
urging the last Congress passed a law author- 
izing the President to send an Ambassador to 
any country which sent one to the United 
States. No one has been sent here hitherto, 
because the United States sent none abroad. 
Prompt notice was taken of this action by the 
English and French Governments, each of 
which has given ite Washington rspresenta- 
tive the rank of Ambassador. Consequently 
President Cleveland will send Ambassadors 
instead of Ministers to England and France, 
It is probable that Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, and the other leading nations of Eu- 
rope will be prompt to follow the example of 
the above-named countries. 

Tux recommendation of Gov. Altgeld that 
the Com mission of Claims, with its bailiff, as- 
sistant, clerk, etc., be abolished is a good 
one. It is pot a very expensive body but it is 
a useless one. His recommendation that the

There are few who will 
deny that it is for the interest of the people of 
the State that its streams should abound in 
fish. It is generally agreed that the supply of 
that kind of food cannot long be maintained, 
unless there are laws to restrain the ignorant 
greed of fishermen. There are such laws on 
the statute books. The Governor admits their 
1m portance, but says their enforcement should 
be left to town and county authorities. If so 
they will not be enforced where enforcement 
is most needed. It is better to have a Fish 
Commission to see that the laws are lived up 
to even if it does cost $10,000 a year than to 
leave the carrying out of the laws to local 
authorities. Of cdtrse an inefficient commis- 
sion would not be worth keeping, but it is the 
belief of Taz Tarsunz that the present one 
has rendered services to the State far beyond 
all it has cost. But for it the waters of IIli- 
nois would long ago have been swept clean of 
fish.

CANNOT TRACE THRUN’S MOVEMENTS. 


Efforts to Locate the Source of the Alleged

She also states that ber husband 
was kept concealed near the scene of his 
crime from October until December in the 
house of N. S. Kaudy, who has since been ar- 
rested, and that Hanson went to Kaudy’s 
house, got her husband. and brought him to 
Chicago over the Wisconsin Central, and that 
Hanson then paid his fare to New Orleans to 
get him out of the way. , oe 
The confession of Thrun, made in this city 
a week ago, and that of his wife, made in 
Wisconsin without the pair seeing each other 
since before the fire which destroyed their 
house, have been compared and fully agree 
on all material points. 
Attorney Phillips returned to OshkoSh last 
night. A strong effort will be made to get the 
ewe before a grand jury if the preliminary 
hearing breaks down.

It may be said of him, 
as was said of another, that he has earned his 
fame by the arduous greatness of things done; 
and such men are not stultified by applacee. [Ap- 
plause.] It never did hurt a Daniel to be eulo- 
gized.

And in honoring him you testify your apprecia- 
tion of that liberal spirit which has permitted 
him to enlist in the great work over which he has 
presided, without regard to local pride or see- 
tional jealousies, the men who best express the 
constructive and artistic genius of age.

Mr. Gage described the Fair in glowing 
terms. He did not go into wearisome details, 
but he presented a vivid picture of it as it 
would appear to one seeing it for the 
first time. He pictured it as it sppealed to 
the senses and as it aroused the art instincts 
of those who saw it. He said he regretted 
that attempts had been made to detract from 
the national character of the Fair by some 
prejudiced persons. The Fair was designed 
to be the work of the whole people, without 
regard to any section of the country, a work 
in which the whole spirit of national 
pride would be made manifest. The belittiing 
of the great undertaking for motives which 
were apparent did not reflect credit upon the 
instigators. Chicago and the men who had 
volunteered to make the Fair a success were 
inspired by no other motives than pride in 
the Nation which it represents.

EDUCATIONAL BILL FIGHT THIS WEEK. 


Republican Votes Needed to Make the 
Democrats’ Pian Successful. 


Sprineriztp, III., March 26,—It is expected 
that several important matters will come up 
for consideration in the General Assembly 
this week. Hostilities will probably be re- 
sumed in the House over the Stringer truancy 
bill early, when that measure will come up 
on second reading in the order of unfinished 
business. Ihe Democrats have ten amend- 
ments to it, which were ado by the caucus. 
It is certain that there will be defections in 
the ranks and it is only by the assistance of 
the vote of Thiemann, and, ibly, other Re- 

ublicans of Lutheran affiliations, that the 

mocratic program will be carried out. 
Indeed, many of the amendments adopted by 
the caucus were approved in the face of earnest 
opposition of many active Democratic mem- 
bers, among those being even the author of 
the pend bill, Mr. Stringer. As it is pretty 
definitely determined that Thiemann will vote 
for the Democrats, the amendments of the 
caucus will, in a full house, te sure of 77 
affirmative votes as against 76 negative votes, 
assuming that Wilson and McClure continue 
to vote with the Republicans on the other 
amendments. The first day that the bill 18 
taken up, in the event of a full attendance of 
Democratic members, it is to be the policy of 
the party to rush the amendments through 
and advance the bill to third reading during 
the day.

VO HOPE FOR TOUGHS. 


COMING ELECTION PROMISES TO 


PURGE THE OITY OOUNOIL. 


Many of the “Gang” Aldermen, It Is 
Thought, Will Be Retired and Men of 
Intelligence and Ability Will Be Chos- 
en in Their Stead te Represent the 
People—Little Reom in Some Wards, 
However, for Preference—The Pros- 
pects of the Various Candidates. 

There is good reason to hope for an im- 
provement of the Council asa result of the 
forthcoming election. The indications are 
that many of the toughest of the gang Alder- 
men will be retired, and that men of intelli- 


gence and fair ability will be sent to take 


their places. In some of the wards, unfort- 
unately, there is not much room for prefer- 
ence, but, as a rule, the voter who wants to as- 
sist the cause of good government can ily 
make a choice. 

Louis Epstean, the Citizen-Republican can- 
didate for the First Ward, has made a good 
canvass, and it is predicted that he will beat 
Morris, the present Democratic Aiderman, 
who is a candidate for reélection. 

Addison Ballard is receiving the support of 
the respectable citizens, irrespective of party, 
in the Second. The tough vote will be divided 
between two gang candidates, and Mr. Bal- 
lard’s chances, therefore, are good. There is 
no doubt about the election of Eli Smith, the 
Republican-Citizens’ candidate for Alderman 
in the Third. His opponent, George H. 
Smith, is a cheap saloonkeeper, who will not 
receive the support of the decent element of 
the Democratic party, which is quite strong in 
the ward. 

Ald. Madden is in the fortunate position of 
having no opposigion. Pat White, an ex-sa- 
loonkeeper, and a little faction of Democrats 
tried to nominate a young man named Oling- 
er against him, but managed matters so clum- 
sily that the Election Commissioners have de- 
cided that his nomination is irregular. Mr. 
Madden is, perhaps, the most active, as he 
has certainly been one of the most useful, 
members of the present City Council. The 
fact that he has no opposition will enable him 
to give his entire time to the work of the Al- 
lerton Campaign committee, of which he is 
Vice-Chairman. 

Dr. John Krebs, a German dentist, is re- 
ceiving the support of the German voters and 
the respectable perty-owrers of the Fifth 
Ward. The rough-and-tough rabble is divided 
between Pat Wall, a useless Alderman with a 

ad record who is seeking reélection, and 
John C. Hand, who has been set up in the in- 
terest of Wall by a calling itself Repub- 
licans. The fight in the Sixth ard is between 
two Democratic suloonkeepers, O'Brien and 
The only difference between them is 
that O’Brien runs two saloons, while 
Reed runs only one. In the Seventh Ward, 
too, the fight is between two gang candidates, 
Murphy and O’Brien. There is not much 
choice for the voter, though Murphy is the 
more intelligent of two. 

In the Eighth Ward William H. Curran, a 
mechanic, ex-President of the Boxmakers’ As- 
sociation, is the Republican candidate against 
Martin Morrison, a shloonkeeper, who had 
a vote but no voice in the Council for the last 
two years. 

German Citizens Supporting Bidwill. 


Ald. Bidwill is being supported by the Ger- 
man citizens of the Ninth Ward and by the 
property-owners generally. He has two Dem- 
ocratic opponents, one of them a Bohemian 
saloonkeeper and the other an Irish temper- 
ance man who.cannot, of course, command a 
large Democratic support, because the tem- 
perance men are not numerous enough in his 
pests, Bidwill has been a hard worker 
his wurd, securiig for it more 
than its share of improvements and 
his election is freely predicted. August W. 
Miller, a young merchant of German parent- 
age, and a man of much ability and intell:- 
gence, is the Republican candidate in the 

‘enth Ward. He will receive a large support 
in the western section of it and his prospects 
for election over Dorman, the present Alder- 
mao, who is the gang nominee, are not bad.

NOTES AROUND THE CITY HALL. 


The Annual Appropriation Bill Gives Rea- 
sonable Satisfaction. 

The amount fixed upon by the Finance com- 
mittee of the Council in the annual appropri- 
tion bill for the various departments in few 
instances are satisfactory to the heads of the 
bureaus. Probably the most outspoken 
against the action of the committee is City 
Engineer Geraldine, whose estimate of $2,102,- 
742 was cut down to $535,000. He declares that 
amount will never be agreed upon by the Coun- 
eil if he can help it, and says it will never do. 
The bill allows him $50,000 for the repair of 
bridges at Kinzie and Van Buren streets, 
while he asked for the same work $284,000. 
The $50,000 put on the bridges would be sim- 
ply thrown away, he says. The result will be, 
unless the appropriation is changed, that 
neither bridge can be used during the year. 

Supt. Burke says the $751,140 given the 
Street Department is not half enough. and 
that the voting of that much money means 
simply to vote the department a farce. Even 
though street cleaning is taken from the de- 
partment he says the amount for other pur- 

1s less than in preceding years. The 
treet-Cleaning Department will be a farce, 
too,” he said. It has the money for clean- 
ing the streets, but there is not in the City of 
Chicago a place where it can dump a load of 
refuse.“ 

Building Commissioner O'Neill, who is 
given $50,000 as against $43,380 last year, 
thinks he should have at least twice as much, 
particularly as his — ye turns into the 
City Treasury annuallf about $45,000. He 
has now twenty inspectors and wahts forty, 
one for each ward and six special men. New 
York, he says, has ninety-seven iaspectors to 
cover seventy square miles of territory, and 
Boston thirty-six to cover thirty-seven square 
miles, while Chicago has twenty to cover 170 
square miles, and that, téo, when Chicago 
builds as many houses annually as the two 
cities named put together. 

President McLaren of the School Board 
says the reduction of the school fund $500,000 
means seven or eight buildings less or lack 
of new accommodations for 5,000 children. 
Supt. Lane said the board needs every dollar 
it can get, but will divide the $5,500,000 as 
equitably as possible. ; 

Chief Swenie is not crying because his 
estimate was cut $170,000, and he gets but 
$1,533,324. It means the same fire protec- 
tion as last year, but no better,“ he said. . 

Supt. Dwyer of the Water my oe is 
satisfied with $424,000, It is all he asked for 
and he thinks it will answer for all necessary

purposes. 

The Council Committee on Streets and Al- 
leys West at a ten-minute session Saturday 
afternoon made some alterations in the ordi- 
nance of the Chicago Mid'and Rapid Trausit 
company and agreed to recommend it to the 
Council for passage. The ordinance, which 
has been before the committee for some time, 
provides for the construct’on, maintenance, 
and operation of a two or four track ele- 
vated ruad to enter the down-town district 
of the city from the west with branches on the 
West Side to the southwest, northwest, west, 
and southern limits of the city. It provides 
also for tunnels, if the projectors see fit, trom 
Michigan avenue to Franklin street and from 
the west side of the river to a point between 
Desplaines street and Ashl avenue,

IMPORTANT RULING ON EXTRADITION 


Judge Holds That a Man Can Be Tried on 
Any Charge, Once Extradited. 

HL xXA, Mont., March 26.—[{Special, ]—In 
a decision rendered yesterday Judge Hunt de- 
cided in the District Court that it is not a vio- 
lation of the Constitution of the United States 
to prosecute a person for an offense other 
than the one for which he was extradited 
where no question of good faith in the extra- 
dition is raised. The question has never been 
decided by the Federal Supréme Court and it 
raises an important question of the rights of 
States between themselves. Judge Hunt 
Lolds that international extradition laws apply 
between eg and not between the States 
of the Union. The base in point was that 
of Byers, recently brought back from Kansas 
on the charge of forgery. He was convicted 
but got a newtrial. Before he second trial 
came up he was about to be put on trial for 
grand larceny, which gave rise to the decision 
above. Byers’ attorneys will apply to the 
Federal District Judge tomorrow for a writ of 
habeas corpus, and itis probable Judge Hunt’s 
decision may be reviewed by the United States 
Supreme Court and the law determined. 

It is a novel case,“ said James H. Flower. 
and possesses peculiar features. As a general 
rule. when a man is extradited for one offense he 
cannot be tried for another. The case is an er- 
ception to the general rule. I should not think 
he could be tried for any offense other than the 
one for which he was extradited.” 

Mr. Lawrence M. Ennis of Mason & Ennis has 
just an opposite opinion. In the Kerr case,” 
said he, “ who swindied S. A. Kean, the banker, 
in 1883, went to Pern and was extradited, Judge 
John M. Scott decided that no matter how a 
mun was brought within the jurisdiction of 
the court, it had complete control over him when 
be was once within its jurisdiction. It is difficult 
to decide a case of this kind, but I should coin- 
cide with — opinion of Judge Hunt. There was 
no vf good faith. The man wae brought 
back and tried on the charge of forgery. He was 
convicted. Then, pending his new trial, he was 
tried on the charge of grand larceny. If he had 
not been tried on the charge of forgery then there 
would have o been a breach of goed faith.“

| MUOH PROGRESS MADE DURING THE 


Board of Trade Markets Fairly Active— 
Operators Closely Watching the May 

' Deal—New Business Centering in July 
Corn Heavy at Lowest Prices on the 
Crop~—Provisions Pounded Mar by 
the Bears—The Foreign Demand for 
Gold Not Se Urgent, : 

Last week saw marked improvement in the gen- 
eral situation. Instead of money wor closer 
as we the settlements of April 1 the situa- 
tion has become easier. The dangers of a strin- 
gent money market were recognized so generally 
and so early that they have been pretty well 
avoided. The advance of rates to 7 per cent in 
the local market has had a salutary effect in this 
direction. Applications for loans have been great- 
ly cut down and there seems no doubt but we will 
turn into a new month without any serious 
money squeeze. There has been much improve- 
ment in the money situation in New York. The 
rates for call loans dropped early in the week 
and for several days have been ranging about 3 per 
cent. Toward the last of the week time money 


Call loans are again being made at 6 per cent and, 
considering the restricted demand, funds are fair- 
ly ample for such requirements. It is hardly to 
be expected that much ease will be seen during 
the rest of this month, but after we bave turned 
into April the prospect is that the situation will 
soon become quite normal, 

There has been some improvement in the local 
exports of grain and provisions and as soon as 
navigation opens the situation will be greatly re- 
lieved by the movement forward of grain. The 
influence is beginning to be felt of the money 
brought here by strangers in connection with the 
World's Fair. Foreign exchange dealers are all 
surprised at the extent of foreign credits they are 
already receiving in this connection and it seems 
likely that our gain from that quarter will exceed 
general expectation and will cut no unimportant 
tigure in the national foreign balance. 

The sterling market has been firm throughout 
the’ week, with rates but a shade under the gold 
exporting point, but notwithstanding that gold 
was not shipped.

The smoke caused by the schoolhovses of 
Chicago is a universal topic of discussion 
among people interested in smoke preven- 
tion, and its abolition furnishes certain obsta- 
cles which do not appear in connection with a 
steam plant owned by a private individual. 
Suite brought for violation of the city smoke 
ordinances must be brought by the city ac- 
cording to legal authority. The School Board 
is a city institution, and the City of Chicago is 
powerless to bring suit against the responsi- 
ble party in connection with the smoking 
chimney of a schoolhouse because the city is 
‘powerless to sue itself. As a contract in order 
to be valid must have two parties to if, 60 
there must be two parties to a suit at law. 

The only method, it is said, by which the 
chimneys of schoolhouses can be reached is 
by moral suasion. Individual members ef 
the School board had been approached on the 
subject, both by the City Health Department 
and by the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke, but nothing has yet been done to 
abate the nuisance.

BREWERS BEAT ENGLISH BUYERS. 


Facts Come to Light in Indianapolis Show- 
ing How a Big Deal Was Engineered. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 26.—[{Special. I In- 
side history of a clever deal by which the Indian- 
apolis breweries sold out to the big English syndi- 
cate three years ago and later on recovered the 
three huge plants here,beating the Englishmen out 
of nearly amillion dollars in the game, is made 
public here. The three plants concerned 
are Debois’, Schmidt's, and Maus’ and the selling 
price was $1,250,000. Albert Lieber engineered 
the deal at the time, meeting the syndicate agents 
in Chicago when the negotiations were in progress 
there in 1889. While going over the books 
preparatory to the transfer a , 
shortage in the accounts of Gustav Mella 
at Liebers was discovered by the local 
company, but fearing it might scare off the En- 

lishmen nothing was said of this, and it was left 

or the foreigners to shoulder after the purchase, 
Mella was permitted to get away with his steal- 
and has never since been heard from. Sood 

as the deal was completed the syndicate bonded the 
three plants for $2,500,000. Of the bonds issued $800, - 
000 were debentures or mortgage bonds, $675,000 
were preferred stock bonds, and $675,000 were or- 
dinary bonds. The sellers took debentures and 
preferences and the ordinary stock was sent 
across the water for investment. The debentures 
bore 6 per cent interest and the preferences 8 Fd 
cent. The ordinary stock was entitled to its div- 
idends. When the sale was completed the breweries 
were advertised all over England and Ireland and 
stock was readily sold. But it was common stock. 
The purchasers are now holding these shares, 
which latest quotations from the London Stock 
Exchange say are worth from £2 to £3 on the 
share, or 10 or 15 per cent of the face value, and 
from 80 to 9 per cent less than cost. The 
debenture bonds have been retained at home by 
the sellers, and are a mortgage upon the prop- 
erty. Their interest had to be paid. and it was 
— nearly 80,000 to do it; 2.000 was re- 
quired to pay off the interest on tne preferences, 
and beer went down a dollar on the barrel. Last 
stockholders of the English 
end of the breweries met in London 
and resolved to economize, not having 
seen auy return for their money. which was in- 
vested to the amount of over $2,000,000. There 
are 700 English and Irish stockhoiders. In the 
meantime the depreciation in value of the En- 
lish stock had not passed unnoticed here, and 
eter Lieber slipped over to England, where he 
has been buying up this stock at 10 and 15 per 
cent of its face value, until now it is announced 
the home people have the majority of the stock 
again and are in control. Not only has not one 
cent of the profits ever gone across the water, but 
the Englishmen are now almust entirely frozen 
out, and find themselves out the purchase money 
and the plants as well. Three-fourths of the 
brewery stock is controlled by Indianapolis per- 
sons, some of it is hela in Chicago, and more

THE BRANNONS COME TO'THE FRONT 
AGAIN AT HAWTHORNE. 


These Turf Outlaws Had Clotho Primed to 
Win the Last Race at Cicero Saturday 
~The Local Ring and the Pool Rooms 
Throughout the Country Weresto Have 
Been Burnt Up—An Alleged Cincinnati 
Firm Were the Manipulators of the 
Job—Their Stories Differ. 

The Brannons, famous as the projectors of 
the Polk Badget scheme of turf robbery at 
Latonia, the Caddo affair at St. Louis, and 
the Glee Boy “good thing” at Gloucester, 
bobbed up again at Hawthorne Saturday. 

John Brannon has been seen on the stets 
of Chicago for some weeks past, but not 
until Saturday has he been noticed in the 
vicinity of Hawthorne. Then his promixity 
to the race course attracted attention, and 
mere by accident than anything else. He 
became ‘dentified with a new racing con- 
federacy which for a “starter” on the 
journey towards “getting the money, 
as only turf sharks know how, had 
entered im the last race of the 
day amare named Clotho. This animal was 
regularly entered—pedigree, etc., were all 
right, but inquiry was made as to her owner- 
ship. On the card J, Sullivan was the own- 
er. Who is he?’ asked the judges, and the in- 
dividual bearing the name came up. 

He was a thin, red-faced, tough-looking little 
man, and in tow had a Hebrew of mushy-looking 
appearance, a big fat fellow. The last-named 
gentieman produced a business card. Upon the 
card was: 

“Sullivan & Causepohl, Manufacturers and 
Dealers in Pine and Hard Wood, Lumber and | 
Shingles; Mills at Elgin and Mehlhorn, Tenn. 
Room 700 Neave Buidding, Cincinnati. O.“ 

Mr. Sullivan went on to say that he was not a 
practical horseman, but that his partner, Cause- 
pohl, knew all about such things. “Split out 
and questioned separately the two lumber deal- 
ers told vastly different tales. Sullivan said the 
mare had been sold by Dan Honig, whereas the 
sartner affirmed that she had been bought from 
Bill Bryan. 

One thing was certain—she had been recently 
shipped here from the East. Both Sullivan and 
Causepohl disclaimed any knowledge of Brannon, 
and also said the mare had pot been at Robymor 
trained at North Cole Harbor. near such race, 
track. But the colored man (formerly an at- 
taché of the stable of Charles Hughes), who was 
with the mare, said she had been over at the zu- 
diana track. 

Further investigation showed that there was on 
the race track at Hawthorne a Detroit man whose 
business it was to put $800 on Ciotho in the local 
books., and that the pool-rooms throughout the 
country were to be “trimmed up good.” That 
Clotho could have won is probable, as she is of 
bigh class and likely to cover five-eighths of a 
mile on a track in 1:01. She was bred by W. 
S. Scott of Erie, Pa., and afterwards owned by 
Alf Lakeland. 

As the parties bringing her to Hawthorne could 

ve 80 poor an account of themselves, and were 
— in such bad company, their presence was 
thought undesirable, and they were ordered by 
the judges to devart. There was a suspicion that 
another horse entered in the same race, but who 
was scratched by telephone, belonged somehow 
or other to the same out 

If Sullivan and Causepohl are really the busi- 
nese-men represented by the card produced 
in evidence it must besaid that the brannons 
are “losing their grip.“ For two men less 
calculated to manage in the interest of 
turf outlaws it would be difficult to find. 
It is probable that the card is either a fake or else 
used without the knowledge of dreputable firm 
of business-men. 

One of the most prominent horsemen at Roby 
says that Clotho and Experience (brown horse by 
Prince Charlie) have been at the Indiana track 
for some weeks, and that this is the pair of horses 
that were written up as lost for some days after 
unloading from the East. Another man says that 
he saw these horses working recently with Bran- 
non watching them. Experience never before 
looked so weil,” he said, “and as for Clotho!— 
why, she could fy. covering a quarter in twenty- 
four seconds.“ Therefore, but fur the vigilance 
of the Hawthorne officials, a “good thing had 
cum off, sure nuff.”

successor to his sire.

The First Official Notice Received by Them 
Was the One of Expulsion—Barrett 
Shows Up the Weakness of the Mem- 
bership System and Claims He Was 
Punished for Doing So—Tom Roe Giv- 
ing the L. A. W. Officers Much Concern, 
as He Holds a Life Membership. 

Thomas F. Sheridan, the First Vice-Presi- 

dent of the League of American Wheelmenf 

was interviewed by a reporter for Tax Tris- 

UNE yesterday concerning the expulsion of 

Barrett and Munger. He says that though 

the men were expelled they are still, amateurs 

and can compete in every event except the 
championships. He even intimated that un- 


less the National Racing Board decides that 


the national championships shall not be open 
to amateurs of all degress ‘the expelled 
men are eligible for them. Surely the word 
of such a high authority as Vice-President 
Sheridan ought to settle all contention in the 


matter. | 

The wheelmen are indulging in plenty of 
criticism concerning the methods by which 
the Membership committee of the league 
reached its conclusion. It is the testinfony of 
Barrett that he did not receive any official. notifi- 
cation that he was on trial. Of course he was aware 
of it in a vague and general sort of way, but no 
actual official information that he was on trial 
was received by him from the body which was 
trying him. Not until Friday afternoon did he 
receive the official intelligence of his expulsion. 
In u brief and curt note from Secretary Bassett 
he was apprised that he was no longer a member 
of the L. A: W. 

This is what Mr. Bassett said: 

Mr. Geovge K. Barrett—Dear Sir: my vote of the 


Membership committee you are expelled from the 
L. A. W., aud 1 am instructed to erase your name 


from the roll. 

A few weeks ago when Mr. Raymond was in 
Chicago Barrett took the trouble to ascertain 
from him in an indirect way if expulsion from the 
league would expel from the racing track. r. 
Raymond, who is Chairman of the National Rac- 
ing Board, replied that as far as he was then able 
to state both Barrett and Munger, whatever fate 
befell them at the hands of the Membership com- 
mittee, could race in amateur, events. o said 
that they could compete in all events except the 

championthips. 

The meaning of the interpretation which Vice- 
President Sheridan puts upou the action of the 
Membership committee in expelling Barrett aud 
Munger is plainly this: Aman can only forfeit 
bis standing as an amateur by committing an of- 
fense against the racing rules. He may be the 
greatest rascal unbung and still an amateur 
wheelman. Barrett was very much pleased to 
hear of the opinion of Vice-President Sheridan, 
and unon being informed of it by a reporter for 
Tux TRIBUNE gave vent to his feelings in the fol- 
lowing fashion: 

Some weeks since a party of half a dozen 
wheelmen, including ‘ Birdie’ Munger and my- 
self, were talking over the much discussed but 
then unsettled question of negro a in 
the league. I made the assertion that even if the 
negro was barred by legislative action it 
would be impossible for him to be kept out, as 
the method of passing on applications for mem- 
bership were so lax that professionals whom the 
7 regards as infinitely blacker than the sons 
of Ham found it not impossible to-get in.

CAN SECURE THE TRACK MATERIAL, 


Burnt Clay te Be Had for a Fair Price— 
Money Subscribed for the L. A. W. Meet. 
Chief Consul Gerould of the Illinois divigion of 

the L. A. W. and local member of the inter- 
national Race committee declares that it is 
quite possible to obtain burnt clay for the surfac- 
ing of the Chicago track. He has had an Agent 
at work forthe last three or four days interview- 
ing the brick manufacturers, and although this 
agent has pot yet finished his work he has re- 
ported to My. Gerould that there will not be the 
least difficulty in obtaining the material re- 
quired if a fair price is paid for it. Mr. Gerould 
has not yet considered any other surface, nor will 
he do so until it becomes plain to him that burnt 
clay cannot be obtained. 

It was recently statedin these columns that 
the Chicago Baseball club was likely to get the 
best of the agreement with the wheelmen. It 
would seem that this is not so. The ball club, in 
order to accommodate the wheelmen, had to have 
more commodious grounds, and in endeavoring 
to enlarge them were met by Moses Wentworth, 
one of the heirs of the estate owning the property 
at the corner of Thirty-fifth street and Went- 
worth avenue, whereon the track and grounds 
are situated, with the alarming statement that 
no additonal property could be obtained unless 
some reliable capitalist would guarantee the 
lease. Mr. Wentworth told the agents of the ball 
club and the L. A. W. that he would only treat 
with them in the event of A. G. Spalding m- 
ing the guarantor of the lease for a period of 
five years, and this Mr. Spalding was in- 
duc to do at the earnest solicitation 
of Mr. Gerould. The track, then, will re- 
main on the grounds for five years, and 
for this period of time the wheelmen can use it 
upon paying to the ball club, as the lessees, one- 
third of the gross receipts received at each 
entertainment.
